Proclamation by the Governor. 

Whereas, the following Act, to-wit: 

AN ACT to raise Volunteer Forces, to repol the 
invasion of the State and for ather purposes, 
f 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
Cbmmonvieoltk cf Kentucky, That as tho soii ol 
the Stale of Kentucky has been Invaded by armed 
fcroes, acting under the authurlty of theso-oalled 
Confederate States, therefore, for tho purpose of re- 
belling said invasion the Governor of theState ol 
Kentucky Is hereby directed to issue bis proclama- 
tion forthwith, calling outnot less than forty thous- 
and soldiers, residents and cititens of Kentuoky, 
between the ages of eighteen and forty. fire years, 
to bo mustered into the service of this Common- 
wealth for any term of serviee not Use than twelve 
months nor more than three years, from the time 
tbey wero mustered Into service, unless sooner 
discharged. 

$ 3. That tho Governor bo, and he is hereby, 
authorised, in order to raise Mid force, to accept 
of the services of any volunteer companies wbc 
shall, within three months from the date of bit 
proclamation. Under their sorvloea; and he shall 
commission for that purpose all officers duly elect- 
ed by the oompaniee aforesaid, necessary and pro- 
per for the command of such volunteers. 

I 3. That all volunteer officers, non-commis- 
sioned oSoers, mosicisns, and privates, whose ser- 
vice may be tendered and accepted under tho pro- 
visions of this act, shall be mustered into servloe, 
at suoh places of rerdeivous in the Congressional 
District in which they volunteer, as the General in 
the field shall appoint by bis orders, and when so 
mustered Into servioe shall be then and there 
entitled to reoeivo in advance one month's 
pay, to bo taken and considered as port of their 

i 5. That the Govornor bo also authorised to 
accept the services of fifteen hundred men, In ad- 
dition to the forty thousand men provided for by 
this act, one thousand to bo used as sharp shoot- 
ers and scouts, and five hundred to be used as 
horsemen and snouts, they furnishing their own 
horses: Provided, That no person shall be accept- 
ed in this arm of the service unless his skilll and 
capacity have been tested by the General in com* 
mand, or such officer as he mav detail for that 
purpose: And provided also, That suoh persons 
shall receive five dollars per month of extra pay. 

} 6. That each horseman for the eervice of bis 
horse shall receive five dollars per month; and in 
case his horse is killed by the enemy, be shall be 
paid the value of the horse, not ezoeeding one 
Qundred and fifty dollars. 

J 7. That the oommander in the field mayor 
ganise individuals who tender themselves into 
companies, and such companies as may Under 
themselves into squadrons, battalions, and regi- 
ments, and permit them to elect their officers, who 
shall, when so elected, bo commissioned by the 
Governor on the certifioaU of the General com 
manding. 

I 8. That the Governor is authoriied to accept 
the services of squadrons, battalions, and regi- 
menu, when tendered as such, and commission 
the ofiieors elected by the squadrons, battalions 
and regiments so organised.

RESOLUTIONS. 

Mr. GARDNER offered the following pre- 
amble and resolution, which were relerred to 
the committee on Federal Relations, viz: 

When Cataline was called upon by his accom- 
plices to arm tho slaves of Rome, that were daily 
flocking to him in great numbers, and he would 
succeed in overthrowing that mighty Republic; 
and Napoleon, the name of unbounded thought, 
when told to arm the serfs of Russin, and he 
could subdue that empire, they both refused - 
the first with the expression, "that it would be 
bad policy to appear to blend the cause of free- 
men with that of fugitive slaves," und the other 
by proclaiming the emancipation of the slaves 
said, "humanity would shudderjat the idea of 
placing arms in the hands of those unfit to be 
trusted with the liberty they desire;" and whero- 
as, it has been advocated by certain officers of the 
United States army, and members of the Cabinet 
of tho present administration, and newspapers of 
the free States, tho arming of slaves against their 
masters in what is now known as the Confederate 
states — therefore, 

Be it reiohed, That this House is of the opin- 
ion that the arming of slaves against their mas- 
ters would be contrary to all rules of civilized 
warfare, inhuman and barbarous, and would re- 
ceive the just condemnation of the civilised world. 

Mr. MILLER offered the following reso- 
lutions, which were referred to the commit- 
tee on Military Affairs, viz: 

Whereas, each State in tho North, in pursuance 
of the practice in Europe, have Sanitary Commis- 
sions, whose duty it is to visit the various camps 
of soldiers within their respective districts, for 
the purpose of looking into the rules and regula- 
tions of each camp, the character of tho food fur- 
nished, the clothing, the medical management, 
and all other matters of importance to the health 
and general well-being of the soldiers — therefore, 

Resolved, That tho committee on Military Af- 
fairs inquire into the necessity of such commis- 
sion, and report as soon as may be, the result of 
their labors, by bill or otherwise, to the General 
Assembly. 

Resolved, That said Board, if appointed, shall 
act in conjunction with Dr. Prentice, Medical In- 
spector for the Department of the Cumberland, 
who received his appointment from the Sanitary 
Commission at Washington. 

Resolved, That tho committee inquire into and 
report tho amount necessary to be appropriated 
for paying said Commission.' 

Mr. SPARKS offered the following joint 
resolution, which lies one day on the table, 

viz : 

Retolved by the General Assembly of the Com- 
monwealth of Kentucky, That any member of this 
House, hereafter after offering resolutions for the 
independence or recognition of the so-called Con- 
federate States: or offering resolutions, memori- 
als, or papers for a division of the governmont 
of the United States, that it shall be good cau«e 
for expelling such member from this House forth- 
with. 

Mr. G. M. THOMAS offered the following 
joint resolution, which lies one day on the 
table, viz: 

Resehtdby the General Assembly of the Oommon- 
wealth of Kentucky, That the thanks of this Gen- 
eral Assembly are hereby tendered to the loyal 
and brave men of Kentucky who have volunteer- 
ed to aid and assist the government of the Ucited 
States in expelling the invadors from oar soil. 

Mr. TAYLOR offered the following resolu- 
tion, which was adopted, viz: 

Resolved, That the committee on Militr.ry Af- 
fairs be required to inquire into the propriety of 
raising a military force, not exceeding 5,000 in 
number, of cavalry or mounted riflemen, to be 
mustered into the service of th<- State of Ken- 
tucky ; said force to be employed in such exposed 
parts of the State as are not protected by the 
presence of the troops of the Federal Govern- 
ment. 

Resolutions upon nalional affairs were 
offered bv Messrs. HUSTON, YEAMAN, 
HARNEY, and WOLFE, which, owing to 
their length, together with the fact that thev 
were sent to the Public Printer as soon as 
offered, we are compelled to omit. Tiie res- 
olutions were ordered to be printed, and re- 
ferred to the committee on Federal Rela- 
tions. 

And then ttie House adjourncJ. 

Interesting from T> bee. 

A private letter, received in Washington, 
from an officer prominently engaged in the 
Tybee enterprise, says : 

U. S. Snip Pocahontas, 1 
At the Anchorage, .'savannah Harbor, > 
Tybee Island, Nov. 21, 1801. j 

The steamer Flag, Commander John Rod- 
ger?, was dispatched by Flag Officer Dupont 
to rcconnoiter this point and ascertain the 
position and strength ot the rebels. He did 
so, and on his return to Port Royal he had 
the Seneca and this vessel added to his com- 
mand, and this morning, with a view to feel 
the enemy, we threw a few shells into the 
fortifications, but getting no reply we soon 
found that the works were abandoned, and 
we have taken possession of them. They 
consist of a strong Martello tower, with an 
entrenchment at the foot of it, over both of 
which the stars and stripes now float. It is 
a most important acquisition, as the ship 
channel to Savannah passes within five hun- 
dred yards. 

Fort Pulaski is doomed, for it is ours when- 
ever we think proper to take it. as it is with- 
in most convenient shell range — six hundred 
yards. 

No vessel will now leave or enter the port 
of Savannah w ithout our permission during 
the remainder of the war. 

We now hold the harbor with the three 
steamers — the Flag, Commander Rodgers. 
the Pocahontas, Captain Balch, and the 
Seneca, Captain Ammen — but no doubt will 
have olher vessels sent here, and also t 
strong garrison, as soon as Flag Officer Du 
pont and Gen. Sherman are advised of the 
capture. 

We hear, upon what wc call reliable au- 
thority, that Commsdore Tatnall says the 
rebels must abandon all their coast defenses, 
for after the sample of firing at Hilton Head 
by our fleet, nothing they have erected can 
stand before it. 

The abandonment of their strong works 
on Tybee Island may he considered as con 

! firming this report. The panic throughout 
the Southern coast from our access at Port 

! Royal is intense. 

Savannah is nearly depopulated, and the 

, trains go loaded with household and nearly 
every other description of good9. including 
negroes.

Proclamation by the Governor. 

Wbeieas, the following act of the General As- 
sembly of the Commonwealth of Kentucky, cor- 
dially approved by me on the 20th Instant, is the 
law of the laud, I think proper, lo the exercise ot 

my ezecntive duties, to make the same promptly 
known to the public, a- I do hereby, and I do 
hereby enjoin all cititens and residents of this 
State to be obedient to all the requirements there- 
of, to the end that the numano and noble pur- 
poses of the Legislature may be ialthfWUy effec- 
ted. The said act of the General Assembly la at 
follows : 

Retolutions providing for tke peace and outet of 
tke citizens of (Ai« Commonwealth. 

Whereas, The people of Kentucky have, from 
the beginning, ardently desired and itill cherish 
the hODC that they may not be involved in the un- 
natural prevailing civil strife: that Kentucky is 
now, as the ever has been, willing and ready to in- 
terpose her friendly mediation in adjusting terms of 
peace and reconciliation alike honorable and Just 
to all; but as her wishes to mediate and restore 
harmony o,ay not avail at present, aod it is 
desirable that the people in the mean time should 
act in harmony and beat peace among themselves, 
so that If they shall be involved in war, they will, 
as far as possible, relieve and pallate its calami- 
ties; therefore, 

Resolved by the Gtutral Assembly of the Com- 
monwealth of Kentucky, That if collisions between 
hostile armies shall take place within our territo- 
ry, that it is most earnestly recommended to the 
people of Kentucky not to engage in said strife 
amongst themselves on account of differences of 
political opinions; thai it is the duty of the people 
to be obedient to the civil authorities, and respect, 
in times of war as well as peace, all the rights 
guaranteed to every citizen by the constitution 
and laws of the land; that all good cititens, how- 
ever they may differ in political opinions, should 
unite in protecting e:icb other in their rights of 
life, liberty, and property, against all and every 
invasion thereof by unlawful raids, mobs, maraud- 
ing bands, or other evil-disposed persona, and aid 
the civil authorities in arresting all such person 4 
and bringing them before tho cofcrts for trial. 

2. Resolved, That we, the Representatives of the 
present Gener at Assembly, hereoy pledge ourselves 
to a strict observance of the foregoing resolutions, 
and earnestly recommend a like observance by 
all tho people of the .State of Kentucky.

We publish, in this paper, the resolutions 
offered by Mr. Burns, of Owen county. Mr 
Barns is great on resolutions, although can- 
dor compels us to admit the resolutions of 
Mr. Burns, of Owen, are more remarkable 
for their number than for their statesman- 
ship.

3. Rtiohed, That the airest by the General 
Government, or its subordinate officers, of citisens 
of Kentucky, their abduotiun and transportation 
teyond the jurisdiction of the State, to be incar- 
cerated in the military forts and publio prisons, 
irithout warrant of law, or an opportunity for a 
trial, is a subversion of personal right, and a 
most flagant violation of the Constitution of the 
Cnlted States and the Constitution of Kenluokv. 

4. Resolved, That tha sentiments expressed by 
Mr. John Conhrane, and indorsed by Mr. Came- 
roo, to arm the slaves of the South against their 
master;., is a proposition too monstrous and bar- 
barous to be uttered by any citizen in a civilired 
country; and the retaining these gentlemen in 
their high positions, is an indication that the 
present Administration approves the sentiments 
by them expressed; and this action on the part of 
the Federal Government should meet with the 
immediate and unqualified condemnation of the 
people of Kentucky. 

5. Retolvtd, That the right of the people to 
hold slaves is a State right, protected by the 
Constitution of the United States; and any at- 
tempt by the Federal Government, or its subordi- 
nate othoers, to interfere with the relations of 
muster and slave, as they now exist, would be an 
act of usurpation unparalleled in the history of 
our country, and would meet the resistance of the 
united people of Kentucky. 

0. Retolved, That the propositions of Messrs. 
Elliott and Stevens, recently* introduced by them 
in the Congress of the United States, to emanci- 
pate the slaves in the South by the action of the 
Federal Government, is a proposition which the 
people ot Kentucky will never submit to, and 
which wc will resist under all circumstances and 
to the lajt extremity. . • _ .

We remem- 
ber the letters that were received from the 
volunteers describing their sufferings from 
cold and hunger and nakedness, and we re- 
member, too, how the ladies united together 
for the purpoee of sanding clothing to the 
suffering soldiery. They formed themselves 
into sewing societies, made hunting shirts, 
knit socks, purebnsed blankets and fitted up 
all kinds of garments that could add to the 
comfort of the troops. The ladies of the 
town of Frankfort, alone, sent two wagori 
loads of clothing to the frontier, which arriv- 
ed most timely, and warmed alike the hearts 
aDd bodies of the volunteers, forthey remind- 
ed them that such wives and mothers and 
sisters deserved to be defended at every pos- 
sible hazard. 

A Spartan mother is said on presenting a 
shield io her son, to have told him "to re- 
turn icith it, orvponit.'' It is recorded of 
another, that when her eon complained o( 
the shortness of his sowrd, she bade him 
"take one step nearer his enemy and he 
would find it long enough." And for euch* 
sayings as these, the Spartan women have 
ever fince been renowed in history.

off Just claims against it. It would bo a source of 
regret to me to lake judgment against any of the 
sheriffs; but my duty will require me to enforce 
the law against any sheriff who falls to pay in the 
revenue by the time fixed bv law.

Proclamation by the Governor. 

Wbeeeas, The following resolutions, vir: 

havo this day bcon passed by both House* of 
the Ocnoral Assembly of tho Cotnmcnwoalth of 
Kentucky, tho Governor's objections thereto to 
tho contrary notwithstanding, and aro thorofore 
tbu law of tho land, I do hereby issuo this my 
proclamation, enjoining all officers and citi- 
sens of this Stato to render obedience to all 
tho requirements of said resolutions, and in obe- 
dience thereto, I havo ordcrod Oen. Thomas L. 
Crittenden to exocuto tho purposes oontemplated 
by said resolution*; and I hereby roquiroall clti- 
iens of Kentucky aubjoctto military duty to obey 
tho call which tho said Gon. Crittendon may 
raako upon them in aooordaneo with the provis- 
ions of said resolutions. 

WiiebkaS, Kentucky has boon Invadod by the 
forocaof tho so-called Confederate States, and the 
oommandora of tho forces so invading tho State 
havo insolontly prescribed the conditions upon 
which they will withdraw, thus Insulting tho dig- 
nity of the Stato by demanding terms to whioh 
Kentucky cannot listen without duhonor; there- 
fore, 

1. Beit resolved by the Otneral Attembly of the 
Commonuitallh of Kentucky, That tho invaders 
must be expelled; inasmuch as there are now In 
Kentucky Federal troops assembled for the pur- 
pose of pro*erving tho tranquility of tho 8tate, 
and of defending and protecting tho people ot 
Kentucky in tho peaceful enjoyment of their lives

Proclamation by the Governor. 

VSTnEREAS, certain arms bolonging to the 
f I Stato of Kentucky, intended for distribu- 
tion to the Homo Guards, in counties of the First 
and Second Districts, under an allotment made by 
the Military Board, wore ittoly sieted by lawless 
persons, and taken away from their place of de- 
posit in MnyfieM; and it being reported to me 
that a portion of said arms bavo been distributed 
among individuals In Fulton county, contrary to 
law and the authority of the Miiii try Board; and 
said Military Board having paased tho following 
order: 

Military Board, Frankfort August 1, 1861. 

On motion of Gen. Dudley— 

Rciohcd, That his Excellency, tho Governor, 
be requested to take such steps as he may think 
best calculated for the recovery of the public arm* 
forcibly taken from Mayficld, and carried to Ful- 
ton county.

Now, therefore, I, BERIAIi MAGOFFIN, Gov- 

emor of tho Commonwealth of Kentuoky, do 
now issue this my proclamation, commanding ev- 
ery citizen or other person within tbo jurisdiction 
of this State, having in his possession any arm* 
or munitions thus unlawfully scizod as above 
stated, forthwith to deliver up the same to the 
Judge of the Country Court of tuc county In which 
ho resides, to bo returned by said Judge to the 
Stato Arsenal at Frankfort; and I mak* this ap- 
peal to tho loyalty of such citizens in good faith, 
believing that they will promptly manifest such a 
signal proof of their fidelity to the law* and no- 
thoritie* of tbo State; at tho samo time warning 
all concerned that if this order bo not promptly 
obeyed, my duty will require tho most vigorous 
enforcement of tho law* against all disobedient 
offenders.
